Some  of  them  had  been  here  before.  They  unpacked  their 
trunks  and  were  soon  off  to  greet  old  friends  and  meet  new  ones. 
Others  saw  the  campus  for  the  first  time.  They  gazed  with  wonder 
at  the  sophomores  who  knew  their  way  around. 

After  the  preliminaries  of  deciding  if  they  would  take  History 
or  Math,  changing  roommates,  and  going  through  a  period  of  home- 
sickness, they  fell  into  the  regular  routine  of  attending  classes,  lab, 
in  the  afternoon  and  undergoing  the  exactness  of  a  physical  ed. 
course 

Parties  and  receptions  faded  into  the  background  and  work 
began  to  pile  up.  When  the  plan  of  picking  cotton  to  raise  money 
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for  the  different  organizations  on  the  campus  was  presented,  the 
student  body  accepted  patriotically.  Afternoons  were  spent  in  the 
white  fields  of  cotton. 

"Jane  Eyre"  the  first  production  of  the  Masque  and  Wig  Club 
proved  to  be  a  big  success.  The  faculty  received  training  in  first  aid 
courses.  B.  S.  U.  members  attended  the  annual  fall  convention. 

Girls  soon  began  to  substitute  skirts  for  their  cool  print  dresses.
